tion. Another brief cable dis- 
patch that came recently from 
Berne was of deep significance. 
It stated that more than 150 com- 
mercial and political organiza- 
tions in Austria-Hungary have 
just sent a protest to the minister 
of the interior because the press 
is not permitted to disenss the 
serious economie situation of the 
dual monarchy. 

The kaiser. in a telegram to 
his chancellor, telling of the re- 
cent victory of the Germans over 
the Russians, says: 

‘“My jov was tempered by the 
sight of that one time so flourish- 
ing region which for long weeks 
has been in the hands of an snes 
my. without human feelings. The 
enemy has in senseless fury de- 
stroyed during his flight almost 
the last house. Our beautiful Ma- 
zurian country is a_ wilderness. 
What cannet be replaced has 
been lost. but I know myself to 
be one with everv German when | 
T solemnly promise that every- 
thing within human power shall 
be done to create anew fresh life 
from the ruins.”’
